Missionaries Dared to Score 


a Big Rubber Trust 


$40,000 DAMAGES ASKED 


Charged With "Caluminous Denuncla 


tlon" In Exposing Alleged Methods 
of Belgian Officials In Squeezing 


Oppressive "Taxes" Out of Native 
Outcome Will Have Important Bear- 
Ing on Future of Many Missionaries 


London, May 10.—All white men ii 


the Congo Free State are intensely in- 
terested in the trial for libel of two 
American missionaries, Rev. William 
Morrison and Rev. W. F. Sheppard 
which, according to latest report, wil 
begin in Leopoldville, May 20. 


This case is expected to be a test 


between the Belgian government and 
the American missionaries, who have 
long made themselves a thorn in its 
flesh by their charges of mal-adminis- 
tration and oppression of the natives 
in connection with the rubber trade. 


The suit is brought by one of the 


concessionaire companies 
called the 


"Kasai Trust," which has a monopol\ 
of rubber gathering in the Kasai re- 
gion. It claims $20,000 damages from 
each of the missionaries for "calumin- 
ous denunciation." 


The Belgian government holds half 


the stock of the "Kasai Trust" and a 
majority of its directors are Belgian 
officials, so that the suit may be con- 
sidered practically one by the Belgian 
government against the missionaries- 


In substance, the charges which the 


missionaries have made are that the 
officials levy upon the natives oppres- 
sive so-called taxes to be paid in rub- 
ber; 
that 
whole 
villages, 
includ- 


ing women 
and 
children, 
are im- 


pressed by the soldiers for gathering 
the rubber; that they often are com- 
pelled to travel many miles to the 
rubber forests and sleep 
there 
for 


more than a week under unhealth 
conditions; that they are cruelly pun- 
ished for failure to fulfill the taxes 
Imposed and that so large a propor- 
tion of their time is taken for gather- 
Ing these taxes that they are unable 
to cultivate 
crops 
and raise 
food 


enough for their support. 


Messrs. 
Morrison 
and 
Sheppard 


are members of the American Presby- 
terian mission and are stationed at 
Ibanja, a long distance from Leopold- 
vine. 


The American consul, W. H. Hand- 


ley, has been instruced by the govern- 
ment to proceed from Boma to Leo- 
poldville to w:atch the trial, which, ot 
course, will be conducted by Belgian 
officials.

Congo, and as nearly all of: them have 
levelled the same accusations against 
the administration that the defendants 
In this suit have made, its outcome 
will have an important bearing upon 
their future there.

Losses 


Fires in the United States during the past year cost at .the rate of 


one and one-quarter millions of dollars a day, or a loss In the year av- 
eraging five dollars to every man, woman and child in the country. 
That is a burden and responsibility literally thrust upon the individ- 
ual mostly as the result of carelessness, where it is not crime. 


The estimate is based upon statistics collected from all available 


sources for the information of the Government. The destruction of 
property by fire has been more than one-fourth the value of the new- 
buildings erected in the same time, and while insurance has had the 
effect of reducing actual losses to the Individual owners of burned 
structures, the actual loss to the whole country has not been affected 
by the payments of insurance. 


This estimate of loss, however, includes the cost of maintaining 


fire departments and all chat is involved in the Necessity of fighting 
fire. 


The amount of property destroyed was nearly ?300,000,000 in value 


' au increase of about 550,000,000 over the losses during the year 1907. 


Combustible material used in buildings is the chief cause of the 


great waste. ID buildings are stone, the flre losses do not approach 
those in this country. In 1907, out of losses aggregating ?225,QOO,000, 


5143,000,000 was sustained in frame buildings, and but $68,000,000 in 
brick, stone and iron structures.

the German Journal ot General and 
Applied Hygiene. He finds that tho 
carpets of the better class, the highly 
prized antiques or near antiques, con- 
stitute a serloua menace to health 
unless they are put through a radical 
cleansing and disinfecting process. 


The real antiques which have been 


In use in Oriental houses or bazaars 
for years or generations have been 
e.xposed to the contagion of count- 
less disease germs. 
Their

fits '.hem In a peculiar way to gather 
and retain these indefinitely. 


These genuine antiques are far 


Inrp objectionable than the counter- 
felt antiques which have been nrt.i- 
ficallT mellowed. 
One of tho least 


objectionable methods used to soften 
the- colors In the degree that tho 
European and American market calls 
for is to bury the rarpets in trenches 
with . quantities 
of 
stable 
refuse.

fection by steam.
